Oct. 8—David Lloyd George’s pro­ 
gram today bore the imprint of his 
own realization that there are after 
all limits to what a sixty year old 
man can do, be he ever so energetic 
ami enthusiastic. 
Britain's wartime premier came to 
America with a reputation for never 
tiring, vet, after less 
than 
three 
days of American experience divided 
between tumultous greetings in 
the 
United States and an equally friend­ 
ly reception from Canadians he con­ 
fessed he was ‘‘an old man, a tired 
man and unable to go through'' with 
the program laid out for him. 
When his various aides or lieuten­ 
ants, wTio for want of more definite 
titles to differeniate their aetivitie 
are lumped as “secretaries,” proved 
too lackihg in stern fiber to say no to 
hospitable Canadians who 
insisted 
that Lloyd George must stop at this 
or that function, must sj>eak here or 
there, inu-t greet this or that group, 
Lloyd George took m atters into his 
own hands and announced to Sir Al­ 
fred Cope, one of the 
secretaries, 
that the program must be curtailed. 
For a time it ap|s*ared as though 
today’s public sp e e ch in the Montreal 
arena to which seven thousand peo­ 
ple had tickets would be off. When 
Lloyd George learned about it,

put his back up and said flatly 
he 
would not speak in such a place as a 
hockey arena, where lie would have

Word has been received here of 
the death of Mrs. Carrie Gray, which 
ovcured a t the late residence in Ac­ 
ton, Ind., Saturday evening. 
Her 
death was sudden, and the coroner 
pronounced the cause of the death 
was due to acute 
dilation 
of the 
heart. 
Mrs. Gray was well known in this 
county having lived here following 
her marriage to Mr. Gray who was 
oorn and reared in this county . Sht 
was formerly of West Virginia. She 
leaves her husband, four children 
James William, Virginia, Cary P a t­ 
ton and Ethelada, her mother, Mrs. 
William Patton, of Roncevert,

Ya., and a sister who lives in Okla­ 
homa City, and her husbands* p a r­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Jam es Gray, of 
Mauzv.

“ ‘Tex’ and I were alone in plan­ 
ning his escape,'* the convict’s widow- 
said. “We had planned for weeks and 
I owed it to my husband, whom I 
loved to help, as any other woman 
w:ould have done for the man 
she 
loved.” 
Only W alters and Lawrence Grif­ 
fith, two o l the three convict*, who 
were found dead in their fortress 
within the prison walls late Saturday, 
were to try to escape, according to 
(he original plans, the woman said. 
The mutineers were to make their 
way out by climbing a drainage pipe 
on top of the death 
house. 
“ ‘Tex’ 


was to get the automatic pistols sent 
to him ;<nd Griffith and he was 
to 
try the dash alone,” Mrs. Walters 
said. “I believe that at the» last mo­ 
ment H arry Ferlatml was nearby and 
Tex handed him a gun and urged him
